In order to keep busy (sometimes too much so!) and get out of the 
house, I have been associated with the Western Postal History 
Museum here in Tucson. Everyone is an unpaid volunteer, and we 
work as we choose, except that as Treasurer I try to be present 
on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays,- the days we are open to the 
public. We own our building (all paid for) and operate as a non- 
profit organization. 


Primarily our emphasis is on philatelic education of schoolchil- 
dren, and we conduct classes in the public schools and supply 
Stamps, albums, catalogs and other necessities as well as trained 
teachers to coordinate philately with geography, social studies, 
and history. When ARIPEX is held in Arizona annually, alternating 
between Tucson and Phoenix (a nationally accredited show) it is 
amazing what these youngsters exhibit in the junior division. 


We also have one of the best philatelic libraries in the South- 

west, and we encourage research. Several books have resulted and 
several are in the works due to the availability of records and 

the expertise which the authors can draw on. 


If you are interested in philately, let me know in what area. We 
have a great deal of varied material pass through our hands and 
I'd be happy to keep you in mind,- probably "for free" unless you 
operate in a very exclusive area. Anyhow, it's nice to have an

The enclosed sawbuck note may or may not cover yourout-of-pocket 


expense. To your $7.00 cost should be added $2.52 for postage,- 

if I added up the value of the stamps correctly. You may be old 
enough to remember when the term "sawbuck" was quite prevalent 
among paper money collectors because so many of the old ten dollar 
banknotes used an X for ten, and if you ever cut wood (as I did 

in Brookside, Morris County, N.J. 1910-1920) you wouldn't need 

an illustration to see the similarity of a sawbuck and awXx. 


The frame will be duly installed in the Philatelic Education 
Department of the Western Postal History Museum tomorrow morning. 
T am swre the youngsters who pass through that area will be very 
intrigued. Whether that is good or bad remains to be seen. If 
they get carried away too much with the idea, it will be rather 
in conflict with the prescribed tenets of philatelic exhibiting. 


Anyhow you have a fascinating idea, and thank you for sharing it 
with us. Incidentally, your mention of the Maurice Gould Award 
reminds me that we were fellow members of the Boston Numismatic 
Society, approximately 1946-1959.
